Sparks fly over animal research

The Caddo Parish commis¬ 
sion voted to sell animal shelter 
dogs to a Texas medical school 
for cardiovascular research Jan, 
15. The decision prompted an 
open forum at LSUS on Jan, 21 
which resulted in heated debate 
between animal rights activists 
and parish commissioners. 

Dr, Vincent Marsala, commi- 
sioner and dean of continuing 
education, along with Donald 
Aytch and fellow commission¬ 
ers Hersey Wilson and Nelson 
Cameron, attended the open 
forum and said he felt the ani¬ 
mal rights activists were very 
intolerant of other people's 
positions. “People were heck¬ 
led from the audience. You 
can't have free exchange of 
ideas with that kind of emotion¬ 
al ism.” 

Aytch, who is also a blues 
announcer for KDAQ, called 


the forum “a politician-bashing 
opportunity on the part of some 
individuals. I have dealt with 
street people in my dis¬ 
trict who were more 
humane in their treat¬ 
ment of each o ther than 
these middle-class, 
highly-educated peo¬ 
ple," he said. 

While Aylch did not 
attend the commis¬ 
sion’s meeting due to 
the death of one of his 
constituents, Marsala 
abstained from voting 
on the issue because he felt that 
it warranted more discussion. 

“It was a quick vote and I 
wanted to see more pro and con 
arguments,” he said. “But 1 do 
believe that humane animal 
research is a worthwhile and 
necessary endeavor. I don't 
think we can do without it” 

Dr, Milton Finley, professor 
of history, called the commis¬ 
sion's decision “obscene.” 


“What are wc going to sell 
animals to next?” he said, “It 
makes a mockery of the idea of 


animal shelters. Now the animal 
shelter is nothing more than an 
anteroom for medical research,” 
However, Finley does 
approve of animal testing under 
very limited conditions. “First 
of all, I am opposed to using 
dogs and cats. The animal 
would have to be anesthetized 
and the researchers would have 
to submit a proposal to a com¬ 
mittee composed of all sides of 


the question. They must prove 
that there is no alternative to the 
research and a licensed veteri¬ 
narian designated by 
the Humane Society 
would carry out the 
procedure. And there 
must be unlimited 
access to research 
facilities to see that 
the rights of the ani¬ 
mals are protected.” 

The fact that the 
Texas College of 
Osteopathic Medicine 
is fully accredited 
doesn’t impress Finley. “The 
AMA is one of the biggest 
advocates of animal cruelty in 
the country,” he said. “Besides, 
osteopaths don’t do heart and 
lung surgery.” 

Shelley Lawson, a senior 
biology student who works at 
LSU Medical Center, pointed 
out that such research does have 
a valid purpose, “The bones get 
calcium because of the heart 


and lungs,” she said. “They 
could be studying what mecha¬ 
nisms actually bind and trans¬ 
port calcium through the blood¬ 
stream. There are always bio¬ 
chemical and molecular aspects 
of research that people don’t 
think about” 

“I have yet to see any inhu¬ 
mane research at the medical 
center/’ she added, “The ani¬ 
mals are treated very humanely 
in the department where 1 work. 
The research I protest is indus¬ 
trial, commercialized research. 
Even some very good environ¬ 
mental protection agencies have 
performed inhumane experi¬ 
ments.” 

Finley sees euthanasia as a 
more humane alternative in 
dealing with unwanted animals. 
“Here I pan company with most 
animal rights activists because l 
do not object to euthanasia. 
Some pets just caj <ot be adopt-

‘Apathy’ may be 
strong word for 
participation lag 

Looking around the campus of Louisiana Stale University- 
Shreveport, it is easy to see the diverse group of people who 
attend classes here. 

Many are fresh out of high school, eager to be the long-await¬ 
ed "college kid/' Some are on the second go 'round. They are 
"going back to school" to finish that degree; some are starting a 
curriculum for the first time. Others in classes might have a little 
more grey in their hair, and they are keeping up with subjects that 
interest them for fun, stimulation. They arc all students with dif¬ 
ferent personal goals, but they seek to achieve a common one: an 
education. 

As a commuter campus, LSUS is somewhat limited in the 
ability to offer a "college atmosphere" usually associated with 
larger, resident universities. There are no huge tailgate parties at 
3 p.m* to prepare for a 7 p.m, Southeastern Conference football 
game. There are few lazy afternoons spent sleeping in the sun on 
the mall before an afternoon lab, and the cafeteria is closed short¬ 
ly after noon. No room for midnight coffees before the next day's 
exam. 

But right now, the purpose of LSUS is a little different* With 
private housing coming to LSUS by next year, the atmosphere 
may change. It probably will have to change because the purpose 
of the university will change* 

Now, LSUS serves as a central, state-run university that is 
conducive to the working student. Many students carry the 12 to 
18 hour load that keeps them on campus from 8 a.m. to about 
noon. Right after that last class most students head to that I to 5 
job so that they can get in their 20 hours per week for gas money, 
mad money—tuition. 

Other students who keep a similar class schedule, might leave 
the campus and head straight for the elementary school or junior 
high—not for student teaching, necessarily—but to pick up their 
kids. Then it's home to cooking dinner, helping kids with home¬ 
work, kids' extracurricular activities, husbands, wives, ups, 
downs, crises, celebrations and finally, silling down to four or 
five chapters to read for tomorrow's classes. Then it's up again 
at 6 a,m, to get the kids ready for school. 

These students should be applauded for their perseverance. 

Students working their way through school, or at least trying 
to help with some expenses with that part-time job (sometimes 
two) certainly rank up at the top, too. 

Although many LSUS students have been termed apathetic, or 
difficult to motivate, this university provides a wide variety of 
activities and organizations to take part in. And many do take 
advantage of these opportunities. But it isn't fair to brand many 
students for lack of university participation. They may simply 
have their plates already full,

cd. It is almost impossible to 
place adult cats, for example. 
You have a choice between a 
peaceful death or spending the 
rest of its life in a cage. 
Euthanasia, if done properly, is 
a painless method." 

As a preventative measure, 
Finley advocates a strict 
mandatory spay/neuter law, 
with high licensing fees for 
non-ncutered and non-spayed 
animals. 'The real villian is the 
irresponsible pet owner/ he 
said. 

Aytch is currently authoring 
a proposal that would direct the 


funds from the sale into an edu¬ 
cational program for elemen¬ 
tary school children about the 
responsibilities of pet owner¬ 
ship and another program that 
would subsidize the spaying 
and neutering of pets, Marsala, 
however, feels that the funds 
should be allocated toward the 
new animal shelter. 

Dr. Vaughan Langman, asso¬ 
ciate professor of biological sci¬ 
ences, agrees with the decision 
to sell dogs for research purpos¬ 
es. “The cardiac transplant 
team at LSU Medical Center 
practices on rabbits," he said, 
“Wouldn't you prefer some¬ 
thing a bit bigger?* 

Langman also noted that the 
animal physiology lab uses 
greyhounds donated from 
Baton Rouge. 


"The owners have them 
killed if they don't make $1500 
a year, so they sell them to the 
veterinary school where they 
are prepared by the students for 
dissection / 

“I don’t want to go to a doc¬ 
tor who says ‘Don't worry, I did 
this on a computer once.’ Ani¬ 
mal research protects people. 
Once you leave this country, 
you can’t be guaranteed that 
what you put on your fac£ or in 
your body won't give you can¬ 
cer. It’s either you or the ani¬ 
mal." 

Aytch said he stands by the 
commission's vote, 

"If I found out about one 
instance in which a dog would 
be mistreated, 1 would stop that 
truck to Texas myself/ he 
added.

Conferences to study effects 
of Disabilities Act on industries 


Architects, builders, building 
code officials and those in relat¬ 
ed industries can leam how the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) will affect their busi¬ 
nesses by attending a series of 
three live video conferences 
Feb, 6, March 18 and March 21 
at LSUS, 

The conferences will be held 
from noon to 4 p,m, in the 
Webster Room of the 
University Center, 

Called “Opening All Doors: 
Understanding the Americans 
with Disabilities Act,* 1 the pro¬ 
gram is part of a national series 
of conferences sponsored by the 
LSUS Small Business 
Development Center, the 
Shreveport Chapter of the 


American Institute of 
Architects, the Louisiana 
Architects Association and the 
Public Broadcasting Service. 

The ADA, signed by 
President Bush in July, 1990, 
became effective on Jan. 26, 

The civil rights legisla¬ 
tion—designed to “open doors” 
to people with 

disabilities—affects more than 
five million new and existing 
buildings, as well as open 
spaces. 

Each video conference will 
feature a panel of the country’s 
leading ADA architects policy 
makers, code officials, planners 
and representatives from inter¬ 
ested groups. 

Conference participants will 


be able to question the panelists 
directly during the question- 
and-answer sessions. 

The fee for the 12-hour 
series of three conferences is 
$225 per person or $195 per 
person for members of The 
American Institute of 
Architects (AIA) and nine 
endorsing organizations. The 
fee for a single conference is 
$95 per person, $85 for AIA 
and endorsing organization 
members. 

Students may attend the 
three-pan series for $60 or $25 
per single conference.
